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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The following is a Notice of Allowability in response to the Amendment 
received on 21 September 2005. Claims 1, 3, 31 and 34 have been amended. Claims 
2, 4, 5, 30, 32 and 33 have been cancelled. Claims 1, 3, 6-29, 31, 34 and 35 remain 
pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claim 13, deleted "10" and inserted -12-. 
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REASONS for ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1, 3, 6-29, 31, 34 and 35 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per claim 1, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach continuing to operate the electronic device in the reduced heat generating 
mode while the cooling system is being serviced; wherein switching the electronic 
device from the normal operating mode to the reduced heat generating mode 
comprises reducing a clock frequency applied to the electronic device; and, ^ 
wherein, in the normal operating mode the clock frequency is in excess of 1,5 GHz 
and in the reduced heat generating mode the clock frequency is less than 250 
MHz. 

As per claim 31, the prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach a maintenance procedure controller configured to: switch the electronic 
device from a normal operating mode, wherein the electronic device generates 
heat, to a reduced heat generating mode, wherein the electronic device generates 
heat at a reduced rate, upon detection of a signal indicating that the cooling 
system is about to be serviced; and switch the electronic device from the reduced 
heat generating mode to the normal operating mode upon detection of a signal 
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indicating that servicing of the cooling system has been completed; wherein the 
maintenance procedure controller is connected to control a frequency of the clock 
signal; and, wherein, in the normal operating mode the frequency of the clock signal 
is in excess of 1.5 GHz and in the reduced heat generating mode the frequency of 
the clock signal is less than 250 MHz.
